Even the farmer's 
emeigency"tariff is not so high as the 
rabid agrarian protectionists favor. 
The Canadians need not despair at 
their rebuff by the tariff raisers. This 
country perceives that tariffs which 
unduly obstruct trade are not bene¬ 
ficial to the general interest. Even if 
a higher tariff should be enacted, the 
Canadians may get better trade rela¬ 
tions with us later. Our manufac¬ 
turers favor more moderate tariffs, 
and no longer will be content with 
agricultural reciprocity merely. The 
Canadians will have to give more than 
they offered ten years 'ago. For the 
fiscal year ending with March, 1921, 
Canada's total trade with England 
was $529,171,000, anil with the United 
States $1,147,296,000. With England 
Canada had an excess of exports, a 
credit balance of $100,281,000. With 
the United States Canada had an ex¬ 
cess of imports, a debit balance of 
$296,930,000. With that sum due us, 
with British credit less available to 
Canada than previously, there is abun- 
to make it easier to pay us, and by 
dant reason why Canada should wish 
the same token, equal reason why?, wo 
should make it easier to receive bwr 
dues.—Petrolia Topic. 


The Ottawa Journal quotes Mr. 
Julius H. Barnes, former director of 
■the United States Wheat Corporation, 1 
as skying that the troubles of the 
farmer are practically over. Mr. 
Barnes dpes not base his opinion on 
conditions in America alone but on 
world conditions. He says: 

‘‘The consumer market abroad for 
all products of farm and industry is 
now reviving. 

“The market for farm products at 
home, and for the products of our in¬ 
dustry, iB beginning to stir. 

“Wheat has increased 40 per cent.; 
sheep have doubled; cotton has 
doubled; hogs have almost doubled. 

“Steadily advancing foreign ex¬ 
change speculation has passed and the 
era of legitimate export and import 
trade has begun. 

“A Europe whose trade channels 
were cut and closed by new frontiers 
has reconstructed the commercial flow 
across the boundaries by trade agree¬ 
ment that are restoring the healthy 
life of Europe. 

“A Europe that conceived repara¬ 
tions to be collectible byond the cur¬ 
rent productive capacity-of a people is 
learning that the burden must be re¬ 
adjusted to the limit of endurance. 

“A Russia that is recovering from 
its destructive debauch of communism 
is plainly approaching saner relations 
with the world. 

“The easy and happy thought that 
Government operation could spell 
relief for all human distress has lost 
its seductive charm." 

Mr. Barnes assures us that industry 
may begin to frame its productive 
programme afresh because agricul¬ 
ture tjdll soon be oij a firm footing 
again. He states that at home and 
abroad the skies are definitely clear¬ 
ing. 

As the Journal says, we shall all 
sincerely hope that he is right. There 
is no doubt about Mr. Barnes’ stand¬ 
ing as an eminent authority upon 
grain production and marketing and 
his considered opinion on world con- 
ditons affecting the farmer must car¬ 
ry weight. There is this to be said 
for the farmers: they are unconquer¬ 
ably hopeful, and if the change comes 
they will be ready for it. And the 
improvement in the lot of the farmer 
will be quickly reflected in the im¬ 
provement in all lines of trade. 


“Many newspapers are running 
“buy-at-home” campaigns in order 
that residents of the town or district 
may see the good features of sup¬ 
porting home businesses”, says the 
Bassdno Mail. The idea is throughly 
sound. When home businessmen give 
good service and charge reasonable 
prices no cogent argument can be 
raised in favor of buying somewhere 
else. Townspeople who buy at home 
are (in an indirect way) benefiting 
themselves by making the town a bet¬ 
ter business centre and encouraging 
the merchants to increase their stocks, 
give better service, and thus give bet¬ 
ter prices. Reasons for sending away 
for needed articles which can be pur¬ 
chased at home are usually pitifully 
inadequate and unsound in principle. 

The farmer profits by buying at 
home in that a better town is built up 
close to his farm, better markets af¬ 
forded for him, better school and 
social facilities afforded his family, 
and the value of his land is improved 
thereby. 

Many people overlook the value to 
a community ofma ny industries that 
exist there. Even at times the mer¬ 
chants, who should be the strongest 
boosters for home industries, are 
needlessly neglectful of these busi¬ 
nesses. A bakery, a machine shop, 
blacksmith Shops, garages, and such 
like, are worthy of support. With 
many people familiarity breeds con¬ 
tempt, and they linger foolishly under 
the illusion that an article cannot be 
well made or a thing well done unless 
made or done outside of town. This 
is a very short-sighted policy and hin¬ 
ders the development of any commun¬ 
ity. *_

The Quebec Legislature after a busy 
session has prorogued. Among other 
legislation was an amendment to the 
present act respecting the tax on mo¬ 
tor cars, the rate being raised on 
pleasure vehicles from 70 to 90 cents 
per horse power, while another amend¬ 
ment to the Motor Vehicle Act will 
curtail to a considerable extent the 
use of motor trucks on country roads. 
Hon. Mr. Perron, author of the bill, 
took pains to explain that if heavy 
trucks were allowed to operate on cer¬ 
tain roads when the frost was coming 
out of the ground and in the rainy 
season great damage would result, 
hence the curtailment. As for the in¬ 
crease in the taxes of motor vehicles 
it is aigued that Quebec motorists 
were not paying their way, jo to 
speak. In 1921 the tax on motors 
netted the province $1,400,000, while 
the sum spent on road maintenance 
added to the interest on the sum ex¬ 
pended on road building, amounted to 
$1,800,000. It is evidently tbe inten¬

The Present Weather Conditions are going to

Police reports in Calgary for the 
month of March of this year show that 
the number of intoxicated persons ar¬ 
rested during that month was only 22, 
in comparison with 70 in March 1921. 

The provincial government is now 
considering the appointment of a com¬ 
missioner to have charge of the ad¬ 
ministration of the drought area re¬ 
lief act.

Revenues from the theatres branch 
of the provincial government increas¬ 
ed $14,558.29 last year/according to 
the annual report of Howard Douglas, 
chief censor and administrator of The 
Theatres Act. The increase in revenue 
from the amusement tax alone was 
$10,893.79. 

The total number of permits for 
the year for pictures was 2,011 cover¬ 
ing 5,333 reels, a decrease of 100 reels 
from the preceding year. Of this num¬ 
ber 4240 were passed upon by the cen¬ 
sor, the remaining being films which 
had already passed in all the pro¬ 
vinces east of Alberta. Fifty-four 
features, consisting of 293 reels were 
condemned entirely and 372 elimina¬ 
tions made from other films. Rea¬ 
sons fpr condemnation of films were 
classified as follows: Rough and 
brutal 12, vulgar 8, crime 16, im¬ 
moral 16, travesty on religion, justice, 
prison life, etc., 3. 

During the year Mrs. H. A. Harbot- 
tle and Mrs. Jas. McCaig were ap¬ 
pointed to fill vacancies on the board 
of censors. 

The attendance report shows that 
the total attendance for the year in 
the theatres of the province was 
7,019,232 and the attendance for each 
day was 22,497. The average monthly 
receipts from amusement taxes was 
$15,091.89. The total revenue from 
all sources in the branch was $189,- 
136.89.

are required to pay on a basis of two 
instead of one per cent, as in the past. 
These increases will mean additional 
revenue of about $15,000. 

Under an agreement with the’ C.P.R. 
in respect to the tax on provincial 
mileage, the company will pay $136 a 
mile instead of $100 a mile in taxes 
this meaning $38,000 extra. Last year 
the railway mileage tax brought in 
$188,700 from the C.P.R. alone, the 
tax on the Canadian National lines be¬ 
ing still in dispute in the courts. 

Under the new schedule of collec¬ 
tions under the succession duties tax 
branch, it is expected that the revenue 
will be about $26,000 more this year. 
Restaurants and places of refresh¬ 
ments in cities and towns are required 
to pay a license of $10 yearly with $5 
for such places in villages. Liquor 
export concerns must pay a license of 
$2,000 for each warehouse, with a sur¬ 
charge of over $2 a gallon for all 
stocks of 1,000 gallons on October 1. 
From these two new sources a revenue 
of probably $76,000 will be obtained. 

While the taxation rate on joint 
stock companies was increased from 
twenty cents to forty cents for each 
thousand dollars worth over $20,000 
the new rate will not come into effect 
until January 1923, and the maximum 
remains at $500, so many of the larger 
companies in the province will not be 
called upon to contribute any more 
than they at present are doing.

Approximately one million dollars 
is what the provincial government ex¬ 
pects to get from new taxes which 
have been approved by the legisla¬ 
ture. 

The new tax of two cents a gallon 
on gasoline is expected to yield at 
least $200,000 after it comes into ef¬ 
fect May 1. 

The doubling of the provincial tax 
on coal by another five cents a ton, 
will practically double the revenue 
from this source, which amounted to 
$276,000 in 1921, when production was 
at a low ebb. By imposing a tax on 
grain elevators, the government will 
derive about $46,000 from an entirely 
new source. 

Highdk rates established under the 
Amusements tax will boost the col¬ 
lection of $181,000 made in 1921 to 
well over $265,000 this year, it is an¬ 
ticipated. 

Increasing the taxation of the fire 
and life insurance companies from one 
to two per cent, on premium returns, 
will bring in approximately $220,000 
this year instead of $110,000 as in 
19,21. 

The tax on express companies is 
advanced from $250 to $600 annually 
in Edmonton and Calgary with a 
higher schedule for smaller centres in 
the province.

PROVINCIAL NOTES 

Elimiiurtion of cream buying sta¬ 
tions, as provided for in the amend¬ 
ments to Th4 Dairymen’s Act passed 
at the recent session, will not prevent 
farmers or creameries maintaining 
agents at local points to look after 
the shipment of cream. This is the 
statement made by officials of the 
Agricultural department, after con¬ 
sultation with the officials of the At¬ 
torney-General’s department The 
Attomey-General’8 department has 
interpreted “cream buying stations” 
to mean, in the spirit of the act, sta¬ 
tions for the sampling, grading, 
weighing and testing of cream, and 
that the elimination of these stations 
will be insofar as these services alone 
are concerned, and that there is noth¬ 
ing in the new legislation to prevent 
farmers, either individually or co¬ 
operatively, or the creameries them¬ 
selves, maintaining someone at local 
points to look after cream shipments, 
to see that they are kept in proper 
condition and got away on the trains 
at the proper time. 

This was one of the difficulties 
which those opposed to the elimination 
of cream stations saw in the proposed 
new system, that it would mean that 
cream shippers would have no system 
of caring for cream at shipping points. 
But this difficulty has now been over¬ 
come. 

The great object behind the new 
movement is to clear the channel be¬ 
tween the producer of high grade 
cream and the market for high grade 
butter, in other words, to see that the 
farmer who takes the trouble to put 
the quality into his cream—and no 
person else can put it there—gets the 
benefit of his effort by being able to 
reach the highest market available. 
This will be accomplished chiefly by 
the fact that cream now will be grad¬ 
ed by disinterested government grad¬ 
ers at central points. 

The old system of cream buying 
stations was estimated to have cost 
the industry $250,000 annually. It Is 
estimated that the restricted service 
at local points under the new amend¬ 
ments, should not cost more than 
$50,000. In addition to this the gov¬ 
ernment has appropriated $40,000 for 
government grading, which makes a 
total of $90,000 or approximately 
$100,000. If these figures are ulti¬ 
mately borne out, it means a direct 
saving to the industry of $150,000. 

Furthermore, the dairy commis¬ 
sioner is confident that the improve¬ 
ment of quality during the first year 
of the new system will reach the value 
of $150,000. This improvement in 
quality would increase and be cumu¬ 
lative from year to year, increasing 
the amount of revenue to the indus¬ 
try and resulting in the securing and 
holding of quality markets for Al¬ 
berta butter. 

It is pointed out by the dairy com¬ 
missioner that since the year 1917 the 
percentage of “specials” or high grade 
in the butter graded by the depart¬ 
ment, had fallen from 56.3 per cent, to 
7.7 per cent, in 1921, with a conse¬ 
quent increase in "seconds” or low 
grade butter. In 1917 Alberta butter 
had reached the highest peak of qual¬ 
ity, in the history of the industry in 
tis province. 

The great fault has been, of course 
in the quality of the cream. It is 
pointed out that in 7853 churnings in 
1921, 60 per cent, showed more or less 
stale cream flavor, so that the re¬ 
sponsibility of getting the production 
back to the high point of quality pre¬ 
viously occupied rests with the farmer 
and producer. 

Experience of both Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba has proven that the 
elimination of the cream buying sta¬ 
tions has resulted in a marked im¬ 
provement in the quality of butter, 
and, with some years’ experience of 
the new system there has been no de¬ 
mand in these provinces for a return 
to the old system. 


LIVE STOCK

There was a marked decline in the 
average prices of live stock in Canada 
in the month of February this year 
compared with the quotations for the 
same month last year, but there ap¬ 
pears to have been, judging from the 
returns of the Dominion Live Stock 
Branch, to have been somewhat of a 
rush to market At the five principal 
markets in the country, namely, 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg, Cal¬ 
gary, and Edmonton; the receipts this 
year and last year, in February were 
respectively: cattle, 34,832 and 81,786; 
calves, 9,260 and 6,016; hogs, 60,146 
and 48,671 and sheep, 18,478 and 
14,446 the larger number in each case 
being for this year. The average de¬ 
cline this year in prices per hundred¬ 
weight for February compared with 
the same month last year at the five 
markets was: cattle, $1.98; calves, 
$2.30; hogs, $2.09, and sheep $1.65. 

TRADE RELATIONS” 

At the annual meeting of the Al¬ 
berta cattle breeders held at Calgary 
recently, resolutions were passed urg¬ 
ing the Dominion government to open 
negotiations with the American gov¬ 
ernment for reciprocal trade relations 
in livestock and livestock products and 
to continue to press for the removal 
of the British embargo against the 
entry of Canadian cattle. They espe¬ 
cially ask that, pending the removal 
of the embargo, arrangements be 
made for shipment of Canadian fat 
cattle for slaughter to interior points 
in Great Britain under a permit sys¬ 
tem, thus making it possible to have 
Canadian beef offered to the British 
consumer as fresh killed beef. 

The association went on record as 
in favor of the dehorning of all com¬ 
mercial cattle. 

Transportation problems were also 
discussed and a resolution was passed 
asking for further reduction in rail 
and ocean transportation costs. 

Another request went to the rail¬ 
way companies asking that through- 
mileage rates be allowed feeders who 
wished to ship stocker cattle, and 
sheep into feeding areas for a 120-day 
period, and then send them to market. 

The license now imposed om pro¬ 
duce merchants is an entirely new 
tax, but- at the nominal fee of $10 Is 
not expected to produce more than 
$10,000 in revenue.
